REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 
Applicants' detailed comments regarding the meaning of the claimed terminology in 
view of the invention described in the specification and contrasted with the applied prior art 
has been persuasive to imply that the storage of interpretable programs and presentation data 
for display on the local system, and which may be called on for the execution of an applica- 
tion on the system, may be stored locally during and between sessions based on control 
parameter associated with the stored objects which control such storage, as described and 
developed throughout the history of the application. 

The submitted "Use Information" has been considered in association with applicants' 
comments. It is noted that the references to the great-grandparent and grandparent applica- 
tions (e.g., serial numbers 07/219931 and 07/328790) show the effective filing date of the 
geAeral subject matter of the present claims to have been within one year of the second phase 
oftesting referred to therein (i.e., October 1987-March 1988). No determination was made 
with respect to the first phase of the testing (i.e., January 1987-September 1987) since there 
is insufficient information regarding the specific arrangements with the outside consultants, 
their identity, their relationship to the project and any quid pro quo. It is noted that 
applicants have also referred to the source code in their response, but due to its size and 
complexity, it has not been separately reviewed.
